Commercial Business of Western States Com- 
pletely Tied up. Chicago the Storm Gentre. 
Strike May Extend to Eastern States 
and to Canada. Recognition of 


Union Demanded. 


Chicago, Aug, 10—Kencouraged by 
their suc in hampering the tele. 
graph facilities of both commercial 


telegraph companies in Chicago, the 
striking operators are now planning 
to carry the warfare to all parts of 
the United States and Canada, In- 
structions were today telegraphed by 
National Secretary Russell to the 
men in New York and other cities, 
where they are still at work to “save 
their money and await orders.”’ 


Chicago Will be Headquarters. 

Another telegram was sent to Pres. 
Small of the Telegraphers’ Union,who 
is in San Francisco, urging him to 
take the first train to Chicago to 
look after the situation as it is an- 
nouneed the intention of the men is 
to engineer the fight from Chicago 
The telegraph companies are prepar- 
ing to meet the issue and declare they 
will fight to a finish, They declare 
they have been temporizing with the 
situation for months and they will 
hold ne further negotiations with the 
representatives of the men on strike, 


Plans to Fight Strike.

National Secretary Russell, of the

telegraphers at work, but as far as 
the companies’ being able to handle 
the public business is concerngd,they 
are merely tryin gto mislead the pub- 
lic. We know for an actual fact that 
in Chieago there are not fifty oper. 
ators working for the companies to 
night. Under normal conditions the 
number amounts to 1,550. We are in 
the fight to stay and we must have 
recognition or our union might as

Commi'tse Present Demands 

Ali day today the committee wis 
preparing demands which will be sub 
mitted to the telegraph companies 
Monday av a preliminary to ordering 

a genera’ strike. The demands in sub- 
stanee provide for egaality of, work 
and an 8-hour day, the abolition of 
the scale now in force, the companies 
to furnish typewriters and to cease 
diseriminating against union men, if 
the companies refusg to accede to 
these demands the men in New York 
and al! other cities where they are 
still at work, it is declared tonight, 
will be ordered to refuse to work with 
the non-union men, 

General Strike Feared, 

This state of affairs would indicate 
that it is only a matter of a few 
hours before the strike will begin 
both in the United States and Can 
ada, The strikers, it was said tonight, 
were planning to ctipple the long 
distance telephone seryice. There are 


30 telegraph operators employed in 
this branch of the service in Chicago. 
These mgn are expert wire men and 
are used in making up circuits, The 
strikers declare they all belong to the 
union, These men have been told to 
watch and see if the telegraph com- 
panies are sending messages by long 
distance telephone that would ordin- 
arily be sent as telegrams,’ and if so 
to refuse to allow such messages to 
be handled. This means that they 
will probably be called out, (ir 
Call Out Other Operators. 

The local executive committee of 
the union will hold a meeting tomor 
row to consider tthe advisability o 
ordering the 330 men employed on 
leased wires in Chieago to quit work, 
If such a plan is put into exeertion 
and the men respond to the order, it 
will put the Chicago board of trade 
out of business as well as other cor 
porations and companies that have 
leased wire systems.

Two Japanese Schoonrrs Driven Off 
by Russian Guard. 


Victoria, Aug, 10.«+Advices have 
been received of an) attempted: seal 
ing raid by the Japanese séaling 
schodners Kaiki Maru and Mideri 
Maru on June ist, on the seal rook. 
eries at Copper Island, guarded by 
Russians, The schooner Kaiki Maru 
has returned to Noyako, Richuku 
provinee, Japan, and reported three 
of her sealing boats and twelve men 


captured by Russians. The other 
Japanese sealing schooner, — the 
Midors Maru, which has been an. 


chored close to the Kaiki Maru, has 
been fired upon by the Russian rook. 
ery guard and her mast has been 
damaged by the shell fired from the 
field gun on shore. Investigation by 
the: local authorities show that the 
two schooners had gone to Copper 
island to raid the seai rookery and 
had been surprised by the Russian 
guard, which had been strengthened 
and armed with a field gun in addi 
tion to rifles, since the organized 
raid of several Japanese sealing ves- 
sels belore.

FOR THE NATIONS

Will be Formed Without the 


Adhesion of the Minor 
Powers, 
The Hague, Aug, 10—Baron Mar- 


scball Von Bieberstein’s co-operation 
with the American delegates in the 
matter of forming an international 
court of justice, is exciting comment, 
It is reported on good authority that 
the baron is destined to become the 
next chaneellor of the German em 
pire in succession to Prince Yon Bue- 
low and that the bisis of his policy 
will be an allianee with the United 
States. The new scheme of an in- 
ternational court of justice was draft 
ed by Baron Sir Edward Fry (Great 
Britain), and dos, H, Choate, of the 
American delegation, assisted by Dr 
Kriege (Germany), Mr. Eyre Crow 
(Great Britain) and Jas. Brown Seott 
(United States), 

It. provides for the organiation ar 
well ag the jurisdiction and proced 
ure of the court, but not for its com. 
position, The American delpgates 
suggested three or four methods of 
composing the court,but declared that 
they were prepered to accept any 
other plan or to co-operate in produce 
ing a plan aeceptable to everybody, It 
is certain that the court will be start- 
ed without the adhesion of some of 
th minor powers. 

Russia Onvoses Enelish Plan. 

While negotiations regarding the 
proposed automatic periodical moet 
ing of the conference are proceeding 
between the Russian delegates and St 
Petersburg, M. Nelidoff (Russia) has

UNION PRINTERS. . 
AT HOT SPRINGS 


Fifty Third Session of the Inter- 
national Typographical 
Union Opened Today. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Aug, 12.—The 
fifty-third convention of the Interna, 
tional Typographical Union was 
called to order this morning in the 
spacious dining room of the Eastman 
hotel, which has been temporarily 
converted into a convention hall. Ad- 
dresses of welcome were made by the 
mayor of the city, the officers of the 
local union and others, and were re-| 
sponded to by President James M. 
Lynch, The reports of officers were 
then presented to the convention, 
About 1,500 delegates and visitors are 
in attendance. 

The report of President Lynch is a 
comprehensive document, and covers 
the progress imade by the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union for the 
period elapsing since the Colorado

OF WOMEN IN POLITICS. 


The principal of Ruskin College, 
Oxford, has been writing in an amus- 
ingly sarcastic vein about woman's 
being debarred from enfranctisement, 
The principal is evidently in favor ot 
woman's entrance to political life, 
but whatever opinions one may hold 
on this point, the professor’s argu-

might destroy party government, 

There 
18 NO wy so charming or expensive 
as a well-dressed, unthinking woman, 
But if woman wete allowed the rights 
and duties of a free citizen, she 
might become the friend and comrade 
of man, and his toy would be lost. 

Women are tempted to ideatize, 
Now the essence of paniiam ‘ntary life 
's humdrum. li women introduce any 
ideals into publie lite, the sure toun- 
dations of our national greatness 
might crumble into patriotic dust 

It is one of the glor-es of the British 
empire that a woman will do a man’s 
work for half his pay, Now, in the 
case O1 payment of members, women 
members would work for less than the 
men, so that there would be a danger 
of more women being elected, to save 
the public purse, until at last men 
might be completely ousted from par- 
hament, and there would be no one 
left to obstruct puble business.  Ke- 
sides, if woman took office, she would 
bring down the salaries of ministers 
and the surplus might be used to- pay 
off the national debt.

THE YORK LOAN 
AFFAIRS TIED UP 


Until Next September, Mhen a 
Meeting Will be Held to De- 
cide What is to be Done. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 10—There will b 
nothing further doing in connection 
with York Loan affairs until Sept. 17 
Matters are tied up tight at present 
by the legal vacations, said Home 
smith, who has charge of the winding 
up for the National Trust Co, On 
Sept. 17th, a meeting will be held to 
decide what is to be done, In_ the 
meantime the liquidators are dispos- 
ing of the real estate and turning 
these assets into cash as rapidly as 
possible. 

The liquidators were unable to de 
termine how the various classes of 
shareholders should participate in the 
division of assets or whether some 
should be debarred; whether some are 
entitled to preference or otherwise, An 
amendment of the Winding-up Act 
was returned, in erder that each class 
of shares should be represented by 
counsel, instead of each individual 
ehareholder being present as required 
by the old act, 

After the legal vacations this mat- 
ter will be settled and upon the set- 
tlement naturally depends the divi- 
sion of the assets, but the liquidat 
ors expect to have funds on hand to 
pay the dividend, 

The last legal statement was issued 
by the liquidators last December, It 
shows assets of $1,319,064,39, and lia- 
pilities of $4,112,632.62, thus indicat- 
ing a dividend of about 20 cents on 
the dollar, The assets included $900, 
000 worth of vacant land and $90,000 
worth ef improved properties, Some 
ef these have since been turned into 
cash, but no statement has been is- 
sued,

It is in obedience 
to the directions of the house that 
Mr. Dagger has been engaged. 

To a request by the Leader for a 
statement with regard to the scope 
of Mr. Dagger’s work Premier Scott 
said: “Mr, Francis Dagger has ac 
cepted engagement at present for a 
term of three months to examine in- 
to the conditions in Saskatchewan 
respecting the subject of telephones, 
possibilities of extensions, etc., and 
to make report to the government on 
the question of the most advisable 
policy to be adopted by us. Mr, Dag- 
ger is a man of so ample experience 
in this ephere and possessing such 
undoubted qualifications for this par 
ticular work that we feel justified in 
asking him to rely mainly upon his 
own judgment in the methods to be 
pursued in conducting his enquiry, 
Beyond instructing him that the chief 
end of any pojey whieh we may 
adopt must be the provision of tele 
phone facilities to the rural commun. 
ities, and that the government has 
an absolutely open mind on the 
whole question of ways and means 
to that end, we propose to leave the 
expert entirely unhampered in his 
investigation. 

To Be In the Swim. 

“With our western sister province 
embarking on a policy of out-and-out 
public ownership and operation of 
telephones and Manitoba on out 
other border proceeding to instal a 
combined municipal and provincial 
system it was certain, owing to our 
location in these respects, if for no 
other reason, that the Saskatchewan 
people would wish to examine into 
the subject with a view to some ac- 
tion, and last year I had begun, as 
was stated in the assembly by my 
colleagues, to give some study to the 
matter., We decided that the first 
steps should be to g>tain as complet? 
intormation as possible on the ques. 
tion of initial cost of a given system, 
cost of operation, consequent neces- 
sary charges to the patrons, and thie 
score or more other attending details 
which none but an expert could very 
well furnis.h Therefore the assem- 
bly was asked to vote an appropria- 
tion for, the enquiry. At the close 
of the session while 1 was in the 
south, Mr. @alder wrote me that the 
house hag assented and he suggested 
that I look round for a competent 
man, I made enquiries all along the 
road from Jacksonville northwerd, 
and quite expected that at the 
Jamestown exposition I would suc. 
ceed. Both at Washington and New 
York 1 continued the looking around, 
Ai last I thought I had the right 
kind of a man located in Buffalo. 
But | arrived 
out having succeeded beyond learn. 
ing that the proper kind of men all

He took prominent part 
under Sir William Mulock in the 
Ottawa enquiry, and his added ex- 
perience in Manitoba cannot fail to 
ma'§s him ¢additionally useful to 
Saskatchewan. He is already 80 
thoroughly conversant with what has 
been done not only in the United 
States and Canada but as well = in 
Great Britain that he will be able to 
make report for our purpose withow 
investigating further beyond the local 
conditions within this province,
